A.~- I am 46 years old, reside at Ocoonita, Va., am a farmer, I 
am acquainted with the parties to this suit.

A,-- [I have known him for some 30 years, He has been living in 
the Orab Orchard in this County ever since he has been married, which 
is ten or fifteen years, He moved on my place in Jan,1908, and lived 
there seven or eight months, 

Q.4.-~ Please state all you may know about the defendant Lucretia 
Carroll, leaving the plaintiff, going off with another man, and 


leaving the state, 


A.-- I Know while they lived on my vlace that a man hoarded with 


them by the name of Nick Green, and that D.O.Carroll ordered him to 
leave, and run him off. After he left I saw Green and Mrs. Carroll 
meet up on the Railroad and they were tozether an hour or two. After 
Green was run off Mrs. Carroll said that she was not going to live 
with her husband any more, and she got me to haul her soods to the 
depot and nad them shipped to Keokee, but I don't know where she is 
now. Nick Green was at my house a short time ago and he said that 
the last ne saw of ner she was on her wav to Tennessee, Thev lived 
about 200 yards from my house, and D.0.Carroll was very often away 
from home at night, and I have seen this man Green there very 

in the morning, I tried to see as little as vossible, because i 

was the seneral reputation in the community that there was something 
wron’ with these people, that Green and Mrs, Carroll were to familiar 


with each other, 





Henderson Stapleton, another witness of lawful age being duly 
sworn devoses as follows:

There was a man with her that 
I did not know, vut I was informed that it was Nick Green, They were 
roing on down the railroad towards $t.Chearies, the last I saw of them, 
They were walking alongs hold each others hands, They vot off of the 
Pocket train at tne Pocket depot
